New Tdrk Sun. 
A qunrtet representing four generatione 

of one family pave a private instrumen- 
tal ontcrlainiiient in Newark rcccriily. 
Great-grundlatlier riiilip Moore, eighty 
one years old, was the violoncellist, his 
aon, Steplien Moore, nged fifty-two years, 
played on the daronel, and Stephen 
Moore's son, William M. Moore, tbirty- 
thrce years oM, was second violinist, 
vvliile Sadie, the ton-year-old dan<:hter of 
the hitter, used the first vi(»lin. She 
well on the piano, the violin and the juti 
lor organ, and she also has a tine voice. 

Her father is a line tenor singer an< 
performs on several instruments. He ha^ 
appeared at concerts in'the principal cities 
in the United States. His father, Stephei 
IMoore, is a nietrdjer of a loeal hraas l)!in< 
and nrehestra, and can play on almost any 
mnsical instrument. 

Great-grandfather Moore lias been a 
violonoellist for seventy yearn. Reed and 
brass instramentt are also familiar to hi- 
hands. Rhenmatism in bis arms and h gs 
iifls kept him from using the violoncelli 
much durinj? the past ten years. Bespitt 
the rheumatic pains, however, he played 
with his old rigor and spirit on the occas- 
ions referred to, which was the birthday 
of his wife. His friends declared that he 
hadiBot beea4a«w^iii twvnlgr y«aiv. 

"I was hornet Mount Cupid Farm in 
Somerset County, England, in the year 
1800," said Great-grandfather Moore, "and 
I began to play on the violoncello and 
claronet when a mere lad. The only 
brass instruments in a band in those days 
were a bugle»a trombone and: two Frenel 
horns. Two serpents, so called becaust 
of their curious, serpent-like "shape, sup 
plied the heavy bass, and the noise the\ 
made could l)e heard a mile away. FiAU: 
liked t(j hear serpents in those days. We 
had also druinSj cymbals and claronets. 
the reed instruments being in the ma- 
jority. Brass music had not been fully 
hdtroduced from QSrmanyat that time, 
even the crack military bands in London 
having only trumpets. French horns, 
trombones and an oj)hic]eide, an instru- 
ment thai had a loud tone, deep pitcii 
and a compass of three octaves. I played 
the claronet, trombone and basso in my 
band, and was violoncellist in the church 
choir in my native town for a number of 
years. 

" In 1834 I came to America, an<l set- 
tled in Newark, which was a small town 
then. Some lads in the shoe factory 
where I worked got up a baud, but none 

of them could read music until I taught 

them. 

" Even as late as forty years ago I was 
the only person in Newark that could 
play the violoncello," said Mr. Moore, as 
he passed his trembling tingers over the 
strings of that instrument, "and when 
the churches b«gan t« want 'oivbestral 
music I was in demand. Only a few 
churches had organs. William Combes, 
the choir leader in the Second Presbyter- 
ian Church, got permission from the pas- 
tor to introduce instrumental music, and 
he bought a violoncello for me in Kew 
X9rit. paid mpi |W » w©f|^ fof ;playing 
At S«tord«y ithMnilf tadiwUit on lup 



days. Many folks opposed the instrn- 
mental mnsic. Mr- Coondtes sai<l to me, 
' All you've got to do is to h t the old fel- 
low hear niusic for once i i his lite, and I 
will saw away on my violin until the old 
chnrch rings.' Astonishment shone in 
every face in the congregation when the 
orchestra struck up, and Deacons David 
Doremna and David Urown, two of the 
ohh'st mend»ers, walked out in LMti't 
indignati«)n. Oneofthem slipjicd on the 
sidewalk and sprained his ankle. He 
was laid up six weeks, during which time 
the orchestra won over the most of the 
congregation. But as soon as the injured 
••ys deacon got out he called an indignation 
meeting in the church. Tiio chair was 
occupied by the veneraMo and distin- 
guished Mr. Frelinghuysen, who was lib- 
eral in his views. 8ome of the speakers 
said that they did not object to the big 
fiddle— meaning my violoncello— but they 
were decidedly opposed to the little fiddle, 
wliicth they said was a wicked and sinful 
agent of the evil one in ruining the mor- 
als of the young in the seduction of danc- 
ing. Altera long argument Mr. Freling- 
huysen said: 'Oh, I don't see anything 
so very wicked in the little fiddle, for I've 
had many a harmless frolic with one in 
my time.' That settled the question, and 
the choir master won his point. 

" A few years later I resigned from the 
choir to become sexton of Trinity Episco- 
pal Church," the old musician added, as 
a.smile played about his lips, " and then 
Deacons Doremus, Brown and John C. 
Pell, the original foes to instrumental 
music, offered me ten dollarseach to stay 
in the choir. But I went to Trinity, 
where I was se\ton for twenty-two yenrs, 
and my daughter Hannah was the lead- 
ing soprano. 1 played for the Handel 
and Haydn Society, which had an organ 
in the sessions room of the First Presby- 
terisn Church. They played oratorios. 



Among the members were 'The Four 
Jims,' the best known male quartet in 
New .Jersey. They were (lamble, 
Jim (.'artor, Jim Ii(jss ami Jim Alden. 
Dan Condis was one of the active mem- 
bers. Many a night I played with the 
boys. A more perfectly balanced quartet 
I never heard. Lewis Marsh, organist at 
the Third Church, was a fine musician, 
and Mr. Pierson, the organist at Trinity, 
was another. Kx-governor Marcus 1>. 
Ward, and other leading men were mar- 
ried in Trinity while 1 was sexton, and 
the governor gave nie the first fee I ever 
received for opening the church for a 
wedding. Twenty years ago i resigned 
the sextons!) ip, and .'^ince that time I 
have not played in public on the violon- 
cello, Once in a while when 1 think of 
' Merrie England' I play an old tune for 
my wife and me, but that is all. I would 
like to go some night and hear the crack 
bands and orchestras in New York, but 
the rheumatism keeps me in the house. 
Seventy yean of music is enough for one 
Ufe."

In 1874 an act to pnjvido for the re^'is- 
tration of marriages, births, and deaths, 
was passed by the General Assembly of the 
Convuonw^Uh oi Kentucky. It was ap- 
proved January 31st, 1874, and took effijct 
from its passage. It reads as follows, to 
wit: 

Ist. be it enacted by the (Jeneral As.s«Muiily of 
tlio CntiitniMiwoHlth ot K«miI ucky , That it shall 
l>e the duty of all clergyiu»>n or otli«M- ptTsons, 
who shall liereatter celebrate or perform the 
marriage ceremony within this common- 
weakh, to kvfp a reglRtry of all tnar^ia^es cel^ 
ebrated by tliem, showing the names, ages, res- 
idence, and place of t^lrtrh of the persons m^ir- 
rle4. whettaef they were Single or widow^t *nd 
th«tltn#p(tiiematrtag^, ; 

We will state here, before we go any 
further, that this act has since been re- 
pealed so far as it relates to clerviymen of 
this state. Tlu» next section ai>{:lie3 to 
the registration of births and deaths and 
is as follows, to v, it: 

2ud Tliat it shall be the duty of all physicians 
surgeons and nildwives to keep a registry of 
all births and deat lis at which they have pro- 
fessionally attended, showing In cases of births 
the time and place of birth, name of the lathei 
and maiden name ul the mother, and their res- 
idence, let and color of the child, together 
Willi its name, it it shall receive one, and 
whether It was born alive or dead; and in oases 
ot death, ebowing the time, place, and cause of 
death, the name, age, sex, color, and condition 
(single, married, or widowed.) name and sur- 
name of parents, occupation, residence and 
place of birth of I he deceased. 

The act further Bays, that the above 
meiUioiU'd persons shall by the lOth of 
January in each year, deposit either the 
original registry or a copy thereof, in the 
office of the county clerics, which ofQCer 
shall thereupon deliver copies of same to 
the coiinty assessor. 

It shall he the <luty of the assessors 
while making tlieir lists of taxable property 
to ascertain and record in a list separate 
from the list of taxable property, al! the 
births, marriages and deaths that have 
happened |>rior to the 81st, of lYectaiber, 
of thfe previous ytef.' 'Ttiese lists shall be 
returned by the assessor— so reads the act 
to \h.i county clerk who shall transmit tl e 
copies to the Auditor of public accounts, 
with the list of taxable i)r()i)erty. From 
the copies so transmitted the auditor shall 
prepare and eauii to be printed, in pamph- 
let-forHa. fkbalir g fartimdn t s e6iitaiiitng 
in a condensed form, the information here- 
in regarded to be preserved and shall send 
from two to five copies of same to each of 
the county clerk's oflices in this state, one 
of which shall be forever carefully kept 
in such office, remainder of said copies to 
be distrlblitjftd for the nae of tlie dl^iaseos. 
the lUta above referred to shall also be 
carefully preserved in the county clerk's 
office. It shall be the duty of the Auditor 
to prepare blanks suital)le for the above 
purposes. The act further says, tliat .>ak\ 
lists of births <kc., also the ori^^inal tabular 
record, or duly certified copy of any 
birth, marriage &c., given and certified by 
the keeper of sueh record, shall be admit- 
ted and received in all the courts of this 
commonwealth as pi'iuui fnr'n evidence of 
any such birth, death or miirrin^'e. It is 
hartlly necessary to refer to tlie a«l vanta'^'es 
the public will derive from the keeping ol 
such records as these. But let any one 
enquire ^t fho county clerlos offi^o and he 
will learn that tlie law has been Whdlly dis- 
regarded so far as Mason county is concern" 
ed. It is not our intention in publishing this 
article to char;,'e any particular person, 
with negleet in the discharge of his duties, 
but simply to call attention to the law, and 
the fact that it is.praotl6felly inoperative 
iti thli eoHBty. We do this with tb« kope 
that in future those whose duty it is to 
comply with its provisions will bear it in 
mind. Ajxd in connection therewith we 
will addlhat a failure to comply with the 
requirements of the law renders the offend- 
persons liabLe to a fine of not less than
